REPEAL OF BREEDER’'S LAW. 

MISSOURI AGAIN “WIDE OPEN.” 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

JEFFERSON CITY (Mo.) March 
The House bill providing for repeal of 
the breeders’ law was passed in the 
Benate today by a vote of 18 to 135. 
The breeders’ law was enacted in 1897, 
and provided that beiting on horse 
racing should take place only within 
the confines of the race tracks. The 
repeal of this bill eliminates all prohi- 
bition on racing betting in Missouri. 

The passage of the measure marks 4 
distinct step in the effort made 
to eliminate race betting in Missouri, 
as it Was necessary to repeal the 


breeders’ law to pave the way for the 
House bill prohibiting bookmaking and 
gambling on races in Missouri, which 
measure will probably be taken up to- 
morrow.
